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Continuation of 11. does'NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant has argued that enhancing a moving 
object is not taught by Hipp, however, the Examiner disagrees. Specifically Applicant argued that Hipp is reducin g noise and not 
enhancing a moving feature, the Examiner, however contends that reducing noise is equivalent to enhancing.
